The Convention at Cincianati Greatly 
Applanded the South. 


THE ATLANTA REPRESENTATIVES 


They Wera Royally Treated by the Con- 
vention, and Atlanta Was the 
W atchword. of the Day. 


The week just cloeed was Dixie week in 
Cincinnati. There. were bands playing the 
inspiring tune, men singing the old war 
song, and making Dixie speeches. They 
‘were €ruly Dixie days, for Dixie had 
brought an important gathering to that 
enterprising city. Months ago Editor T. 
H. Martin, of the publication known as 
Dixie, suggested the organization of the 
manufacturers of the United States.

Doiwn here in Florida they get from $1 
to $1.25 for unskilled labor—for grubbing, 
hauling, making up mortar or digging in 
the phosphate mines. 

Tre greatest source of discontent is envy 
of those who are better off.
